How He Changed u Sentry - Order One 
Winter Night in Vtathington. 



On one fierce winter night during the 
War Mr Lincoln emerged from the front 
door of the White House, his lank figure 
bent over as be drew tightly about his

AN EXPLOSION 

In a London l'n<l»rgronnrt Kstlwey 
tlon-Svveral 1'rrsnns fterluutly Injured. 

London, April 27.— A tremendousex- 
plosion occurred on the underground 
railway at 8:80 o'clock Monday even- 
ing, as a train filled with men was 
making its usual atop at the Aiders- 
gate station. The glass roof of the 
station was blown out and the plat- 
form was strewn with debris. Many 
of the gas lights in the waiting 
rooms and on the platform 
were extinguished, and the station 
was left in semi-darkness. A general 
panic ensued When comparative 
quiet had been restored it uus found 
that a first-class coach had been com- 
pletely wrecked and that its occupanta 
were lying about maimed and bleed- 
ing Ten of the injured were found to 
be in a precarious condition and were 
removed to hospitals. A number of 
persons who were standing on the 
platform were alao hurt. Much of the 
wreckage was hurled across the sta- 
tion. 

The cause of the explosion is not 
known, but it is believed to have been 
the result of an accumulation «f gas, 
which became ignited in some way. 
Many persons, however, believe that 
the disaster was not due to accident, 
but was caused by the explosion of a 
bomb which had been placed in the 
station with the intention of wrecking

The Greek Troops Fled From La- 
rissa After a Short Skirmish.

The Turks Captured Six Large Guns 
In the Fort, With Several Prisoners. 



London, April 27.— The correspond- 
ent of the Times at Larlssa telegraph- 
ing from that point Sunday evening, 

"The town was occupied by the 
Turkish cavalry at 0 o'clock Monday 
morning, after a short skirmish. The 
Greek troops fled in a pauic, and most 
of the civilians abandoned their resi- 
dences. Grumhoff Pasha, the inspec- 
tor generalof artillery, MustaphaMatik 
Bey, the sultan's aid de oamp, and Habit 
Bey and Sefnlah Bey enterod the 
town with the cavalry. The Turks 
captured six large guns in the fort 
and a mountain battery with several 
prisoners, among them officers and all 
the military stores. Edaetn Pasha 
prohibited any pillaging and there 
have been neither massacres nor 
rages, though some of the Greeks 
burned their housea The dead are 
not numerous. The Turks maintain 
excellent discipline. The Greek army 
fled to the mountain sides. Many of 
the inhabitants are already returntng. 

"At this moment (0 p. m.) the OHa- 
man troops are entering the town in 
triumph, trumpets playing and ban- 
ners waving. Mustapha Matik Rey 
has been constituted commandant of 
the town.
